The pool room question was brougiit 
up by the reading of a petition filed 
several days previous, asking that tin- 
pool rooms in Sierra Madre be sus¬ 
pended and the issue lie submitted to 
tin- voters. The petition had about 
Itlfi names attached, both men and 
women. 

City Attorney Montgomery said the 
first step in the proceedings would be 
to refer the petition to the city clerk 
for veritleation of the signatures to 
see if they were legal voters. Trustee 
Tarr said lie did not care whether the 
petition is legal and valid. He wanted 
the matter submitted to the voters 
and settled without waiting for ap¬ 
proval of the petition. Accordingly 
la- moved that the necessary steps be 
taken to have the question of pool 
loom licenses submitted to a vote at 
tile earliest possible date. All Hie 
other trustees spoke in favor of sub¬ 
mitting tile question as soon as pos¬ 
sible. After some discussion It was 
thought best to let the referendum 
petition take its regular course, bo- 
Mr. Tarr's motion was adopted as of¬ 
fered.

The stamp anil registry windows are 
no longer so low that a person or * a ■ 
dlnary height has to stoop over to 
see through them.

courts, the commission having auso- 
lute and arbitrary power in such mat¬ 
ters.” 

Which is quite as untrue ns the 
statement that the initiated measure 
is intended to prohibit racetrack gam¬ 
bling. 

The measure provides that the com¬ 
mission shall grant licenses to such 
racing corporations or associations as 
apply for them. Failure to gra t a 
license on demand would result in the 
members of the commission being 
dragged into court, for, aside from the 
mandatory provision that the license 
shall lie granted, the measure provides 
that the reasons for a refusal on the 
part of the commission to grant a 
license "shall be subject to review by 
courts of general jurisdiction of this 
state, and the revocation of any license 
by said commission shall likewise be 
subject to the review of the courts of 
the state." 

And yet it is being published 
throughout the courts of the state that 
"a revocation of one of these licenses 
is not subject to review by the courts; 
that the commission is given absolute 
and arbitrary power in such matters." 

Nothing is further from the truth. 
The racing commission, under the 
terms of the measure, is not given 
"absolute and arbitrary" power; It is 
given no power to suppress the evils 
of racetrack gambling which the 
measure authorizes. Indeed, the rac¬ 
ing commission, no matter how hon¬ 
orable its members might lie, would

Preiidantial Electors 

The tenets of the various political 
parties are well known and nearly ev¬ 
ery one has already decided how to 
vote.

Older voters will miss the par¬ 
ty column and circle for voting a 
straight ticket. All through the bal¬ 
lot the candidates are grouped by of¬ 
fices Instead of by parties, and each 
candidate's party is designated Im¬ 
mediately after his name.

Social¬ 
ist and Democratic parties occupy the 
first column on the ballot. 

At the top of the second column is 
the list of electors nominated by both 
the Republican and the Progressive 
parties.

The text 
hooks are to he prepared under direc¬ 
tion of a state hoard of education, the 
method of whose appointment is to be 
determined by the legislature. 

I ree text books would seem to lie 
Just as logical a part of the school 
equipment as the grounds, buildings, 
desks, apparatus ami school room sup¬ 
plies. The present law provides for 
free text books for children of families 
who will submit to the humiliation 
of a pauper showing, hut is seldom 
taken advantage of for obvious rea- | 
sons. As a matter of simple eeonorn- | 
j ics the public welfare seems to de¬ 
mand that education should he made ; 
as Inexpensive as possible for the 
children of large families with small 
means. Education would enable them ; 
to better their condition instead of j 
remaining in ignorance with the prob- : 
ability of becoming public charges. 
Instead the heavy expense for text 
hooks in such cases puts tilt* heaviest j 
tax for education upon those least able 
to bear It. 

Transmission of disease through 
publicly owned text books is not a 
serious menace. Many books are now 
sold and used second hand. School ’ 
children intermingle so freely that pro¬ 
tection is not so much concerned in 
the ownership of books as in public 
and individual precautions in nrevenr.
